By John Fitzpatrick 
Hartnell college operates 
a placement bureau to 
help students obtain tem- 


porary or part-time work 
while they are attending col- 
lege, or full-time work when 
they graduate. 

Mrs. Anne Harper, head: of 
the placement bureau, invites 
students to come in and fill out 
applications. The bureau offers 
help in filling out the applica- 
tions and in writing letters of 
application. 

The placement bureau main- 
tains an occupational bulletin 
board of city, state, and federal 
civil service job notices in the 
main hall. Current job listings 
are posted on the bulletin board 
near the entrance to the office. 
These boards are always up to 
date. Application blanks — for 
many of the jobs are available 
in placement office. 

Another feature of the place- 
ment bureau is a full rack of 
pamphlets and booklets con- 
cerning vocations and job infor- 
mation. These are the current 
issues and are there for the stu- 
dents to use. 

Dr. Lionel R. Olsen, dean of 
student personnel, stresses that, 
actual on-the-job work experi- 
ence gives the student valuable 
occupational information. Work 
experience is available in office 
work and in the field of engi- 
neering, usually on a_ half-day 
basis, allowing the person to at- 
tend school half the day and to 


work the other half. While the | 


student may consider such work 
as having only a remunerative 
importance, valuable insight 
into specific occupations is an- 
other outcome of work experi- 
ence.

College Disqualifies 55 Students; 
Prabation Granted 222 Others 


Last semester 55 students were 
disqualified from Hartnell col- 
lege and 222 students were put 
on probation. Students were 
disqualified if their grade point 
averages fell below 1.00 for two 
semesters of work or below 1.50 
if based on more than two se- 
mesters’ work. 

Mr, Karl J. Bengston, dean of 
admissions and registrar, points 
that, without exception, the stu- 
dents who were disqualified had 
poor attendance. Students were 
placed ‘on probation if their cu- 
mulative grade point averages 
were below 1.90, and if, after 
two semesters in probation, their 
grade point averages were be- 
low 1.75 they were disqualified.

Seeing the same trouble brew- 
ing again this year, we decided 
to have a talk with Jim to try 
to get the inside story on the 
trouble at Little Rock. 


But, according to Jim, the 
trouble was mostly in the pa- 
pers. Jim stood guard at night 
to keep vandals from destroying 
the school building. The pe- 
riod remains marked in _ his 
‘memory as a very boring one. 
He saw no one, foiled no at- 
tempts to sabotage the school. 
He just stood, all night long. 
He remained on duty for a 
short period of time, then was 
moved back to Camp Robertson 
where he remained on standby 
status for the duration of the 
crisis. On Dec, 18, his unit was 
relieved and Jim went home for 
Christmas.

Faubus will even- 
tually be forced to open the 
Little Rock high school again, 
and the integration of the stu- 
dents ‘will be completed. He has

In high school Jim was a first 
stringer for two years and served 
as co-captain his last year. 

With that sort of experience 
behind him, we know that Jim 
will establish an excellent rec- 
ord at the school of his choice, 
Hartnell college.

By Science Instructor 


Dr. James Wilson, Hartnell science instructor since 
1946, has completed requirements for his doctor’s de- 
gree in biological science. The degree will be conferred 
by Stanford university next month. 


Dr. Wilson’s dissertation re- 
sulted from research in the field 
of gene action. He studied sur- 
gical operations on single cells 
through the use of a microma- 
nipulator, working out micro- 
surgical methods which can be 
used in other fields of genetics 
and in further exploration of 
gene function.
